President De la Guardia said

In the second place 
it consists of government en- 
couragement of agriculture and 
industrial development 

In some cases, the President 
said, this can be done best by 
direct approaches to Panamani- 
an and foreign business 
He said he has talked to a 
number of Panamanian busi- 
ness men about investments in 
Panama with good success. He 
recognizes that one of the per- 
sistent problems of the under- 
developed areas generally is 
that business men iin such 
areas tend to send their sav- 
ings abroad, especially to the 
United States. 

De la Guardia, however, not 
only is attempting to get Pana- 
manian capital to remain at 
home but hopes to attract much 
more foreign private capital— 
and somehow to be able to bor- 
row money abroad for public 
improvements in Panama, He 
reasons that such a course will 
bring additional capital into the 
country and force local capital 
to find other outlets, 
within Panama. 

The President also has begun 
a campaign of advertising in 
United States publications both 
for American capital invest- 
ments and for tourists. 

His plans for public works in- 
clude an extensive road ‘im- 
provement scheme, _ sanitary 
sewers and clean water wells 
for villages now without a sani- 
tary system. These projects will 
reduce unemployment, contrib- 
ute to the welfare of the peo- 
ple and form a basis for eco- 
nomic development, the Presi- 
dent believes.

Why Spurn $5,000,000? 

Even in these spiraling days of record-break- 
ing national budgets the sum of $5,000,000 is 
still a rather handsome amount of money to 
most persons. So it is possible that there may 
be a slight amount of eyebrow lifting over the 
testimony of a Government accountant before 
some startled members of a House Armed Serv- 
ices subcommittée to the effect that it some- 
times is easier for a company to make $5,000,000 
on a Federal contract than it is to get the Air 
Force to accept a refund. 

Lawrence J. Powers, head of defense account- 
ing and auditing for the Genéral Accounting 
Office, said that the Boeing Aircraft Co. con- 
tracted with the Ford Motor Co. for 454 sets of 
wings for B-47 bombers. Ford started produc- 
tion and the contract later was revised. When 
Ford found its profit jumping from 9.4 per cent 
to 18.6 per cent, Ford felt this was excessive and 
asked Boeing to revise the contract again. Boe- 
ing,, according to Mr. Powers, replied that it 
could not afford to keep changing the terms. 
So Ford then offered the $5,000,000 to the Air 
Force. But the Air Force “showed no interest.” 

“We found no evidence the Air Force or Boe- 
ing had endeavored to obtain a refund from 
Ford,” Mr. Powers testified. But he said Ford, 
taking the initiative, submitted a “written com- 
mitment” to the Air Force and the $5,000,000 
now is on its way to the Treasury. 

How did. this situation come about in the first 
place? According to testimony by Mr. Powers 
the Air Materiel Command explained it was be- 
cause Ford showed “outstanding efficiency” in 
cutting costs, plus “faulty” cost projections and 
weaknesses in contract negotiations. 

Representative Hebert of Louisiana, a member 
of the subcommittee, said after hearing the evi- 
dence that he feared the case was “one of many 
which we will be able to uncover.” If there have

An Old Charter’s Last Election ? 

This may be the last municipal election here 
conducted within the frame of the City Charter 
of 1914 as amended, but St. Louis should have 
no regrets, 

If the proposed new Charter is adopted as 
drafted, the people ought to benefit from a 
more perfect instrument for providing sound 
and efficient local government. How would the 
new C] affect those now being voted on? 

The Mayor would be affected not at all, 
except that his office would be made simpler to 
administer. His term would run until 1961. But 
; Comptroller under the new Charter 
would hold office only through April, 1958, when 
the job would be abolished. On that date a 
new elective office, that of City Auditor, would 
into being. 

The new Auditor, as well as 14 of the 15 mem- 
bers of the proposed 7-7-1 Board of Aldermen, 
would be named at a special election next Jan. 
14. Seven aldermen would be elected from the 
city at large—a notable reform—and seven oth- 
ers would be elected by wards, each new ward 
being made up of four existing wards. All the 
aldermen would take office next Jan. 28. 

Of the seven aldermen elected at large, the 
three with the highest number of votes would 
hold office until the municipal election of 1961; 
the four others, only until 1959. Of the alder- 
men elected by wards, those from even-numbered 
wards would hold office until 1959; those in 
odd-numbered wards until 1961. 

The President of the Board of Aldermen, 
elected vears ago for a four-year term, 
would continue in office until 1959. But effec- 
tive next Jan. 28 he would receive the $9000 sal- 
ary provided for his job under the new Charter. 
Hie would be eligible to succeed to the Mayor's 
office if the Mavyor died.

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Pravda Scores a Bull’s-Eve 

Since credit should be given where credit is 
due it must be admitted that Pravda has at last 
printed something truthful about the United 
States. The Communist party newspaper says 
New York’s juvenile gang fights and depreda- 
tions occur because the members have nowhere 
to go and nothing else to do.

Hell's Canvon, Up to Congress 

The Supreme Court’s refusal to review the 
Hell's Canyon case places two responsibilities 
directly at the door of Congress. The first is to 
enact the bill offered by Senator Morse and 27 
colleagues for construction of a federal project 
at the IdahoOregon site on the Snake river. 
The second is to amend the Federal Power Act 
so that further miscarriages of public interest 
by the FPC, like that at Hell's Canyon, will be- 
come impossible. 

An amendment to the Power Act which makes 
a good start at phrasing the eventual formula 
has been offered. Its sponsors are Senators 
Magnuson and Jackson of Washington, Morse 
and Neuberger of Oregon, and Murray and 
Mansfield of Montana. All are from the Pa- 
cific Northwest, where the Hell’s Canyon con- 
troversy arises. 

The chief deficiency of the Power Act is that 
it is not specific enough. It requires the FPC, 
when weighing the relative merits of public and 
private projects, to select the one that offers 
the most “comprehensive” development of the 
resources. But it does not make clear what is 
meant by “comprehensive’—an omission which 
opened the way for the FPC to license the 
Idaho Power Co. to construct at Hell’s Canyon 
a three-dam project which is very far indeed 
from being comprehensive. 

It was Congress’s job in the first place. Now 
it is Congress’s job again at last. If the repre- 
sentatives of the people do not save the great 
Hell’s Canyon resource for the. people, -it looks 
as though the finest remaining hydropower site 
in the nation will be frittered away for what- 
ever good it will do the Idaho Power Co.

He 
was kidnaped, hurried away in a speeding auto- 
mobile, shot in the head and then thrown out 
by his captors. 

Such was the end of Leon Marcus, majority 
stockholder in the Southmoor Bank and Trust 
Co., through which more than $1,000,000 in the 
Hodge lootings were realized in cash. The in- 
ventory of cash and checks found on his body 
make clear that robbery was not the motive. 
Somebody wanted to close out the life of a 
Hodge banker. 

The State of Illinois never has found out 
who got all the stolen Hodge funds. This mur- 
der ought to be cause enough to reopen the 
$2,500,000 case. The Legislature at Springfield 
ought to go after the full facts regardless of 
what the Stratton administration does,

The Ugliest Plug-Uelies 

A decade ago the nation was disturbed by 
“plug-uglies” in radio advertising—particularly 
by tasteless and distasteful blurbs interrupting 
serious news broadcasts. Now the Federal 
Trade Commission is moving against radio-tele- 
vision advertising which is not only offensive 
but is downright misleading. + 

The FTC has cited three national distributors 
of various«“rub” applicafions for making false 
claims as to their effect on arthritis and rheu- 
matism. “None of these products,” state the 
FTC complaints, “is an adequate, effective or 
reliable treatment for the aches and pains of 
arthritis, rheumatism and related diseases as is 
claimed.” 

Actually newspaper as well as radio and TV 
advertising is involved. But the significance 
of the FTC's action is that the agency is carry- 
ing its unrelenting war on false advertising into 
the realm of the air waves. The FTC has no 
jurisdiction over radio and TV stations, but it 
is co-operating with the Federal Communications 
Commission, which does. Where-the FTC finds 
false claims, the FCC may reconsider licenses 
of stations broadcasting such advertising. 

In this campaign against false commercials, 
the Government is only doing its job of protect- 
ing the public against misleading merchandise. 
Plug-uglies are bad enough, but an yntruthful 
plug is even uglier. \

Newspaper man says his children need love but, for their own 
good, he needs their respect; two sides to spanking in his family; 
young people should realize society and its authority exist for 
their protection and also to see that they stay in line with society.

I have read books and parents’ maga- 
zines, studied courses and sat for long 
afternoons in Juvenile Court watching 
the dreary parade of youngsters in 
trouble and have yet to reach a deci- 
sion on this matter of discipline. 

Oh, I have fits of the generalities 
now and then (“Boy, I know what I'd 
do with those young punks. Put ‘em 
under the jail. We're too eaSy on 
those ...”) I always seem to know 
what I'd do with those Juvenile Court 
cases until I sit there and listen to 
them. 

It's easy to get pretty subjective 
about this discipline thing. Dr. Benfield, 
one of the ministers who started the 
fuss, says that his daddy used to whip 
him. But what does that prove? My 
father licked me, too, but that doesn’t 
prove it’s a good idea. I don’t want my 
children to turn out like I did. 


And I doubt that whipping had much- 


to do with the fact that Dr. Benfield is 
a valuable citizen, or that I am what- 
ever Iam. I’ve known bums who were 
whipped as kids and bums who weren't. 
The lickings I got never made me love 
my father, but they didn’t turn me into 
a juvenile delinquent, either. They did 
teach me that if I did certain things 
I would get peeled. I didn’t do them 
often. 

After reading all the books and 
wrestling with my conscience, I have 
come to the conclusion that parenthood 
is something you have to play by ear. 
A parent knows when his child needs 
a licking, and if he’s a good parent 
he'll deal it out. 


The Spanking Problem 


I've been spanking my daughters 
since they were big enough to pull 
things off the table, and I don’t know 
whether it’s a good or bad practice. 
It doesn’t seem to have warped their 
personalities or to have turned them 
against society, nor has it turned them 
into quivering angels. A couple of 
years ago my eldest, then almost 10, 
took me aside for a woman-to-man talk 
and said she thought she was getting 
a little old for spanking. 


So we quit spanking, and she’s about 
like she always was. Not her younger 
sister, though. “I'd rather have the 
spanking,” she screeched, “than all that 
talk! And I need my allowance.” 


So occasionally I lay one on her, and 
she still seems to be her old self. To 
tell the truth, I can't see any difference 
in either of them. 

That doesn’t mean I’m against spank- 
ing. It’s good for the whole family. 
You may have noticed that the same 
psychiatrists who shriek with horror at 
the thought of whipping a child reg- 
ularly advise couples to clear the air 
with a good fight now and then. - Well, 
the air between parent and child gets 
pretty cloudy now and then, too, and 
nothing clears it better than a good 
hand-swinging. 

It makes everyone feel better. A 
child knows when he’s been bad. He 
builds up a load of guilt, and it’s heavy 
to carry. So he eggs his parents on, 
actually “asking for a licking.” 


Wipes Slate Clean 


Because a licking is absolution, pay- 
ment. and forgiveness. It wipes his 
slate clean and gives him a fresh start. 
It prevents a lot of father ulcers, too, 
which is a break for everyone who has 
to live with him. 

Perhaps spanking does instill fear, as 
some warn. Is that bad? Is there 
anything wrong in a child's knowing 


‘that the old man has a hard and heavy 


hand that will descend with the cer- 
tainty of sunrise if rules are broken? 
I doubt it. In an uncertain world, 
rules and discipline can be solid, com- 
forting things, the walls that protect 
as well as restrict. 

I was particularly interested, in 
studying the reactions of local young- 
sters to the idea of whipping, to read 
the opinion of Dale Isen,’ 7, 16-year-old 


- 


who, not surprisingly, thinks whipping 
is a bad thing. 

“Whipping would do more to turn 
teen-agers against authority,” he says. 
“If the kids were raised right, there 
wouldn't be any need of whipping. 
Parents are most responsible for de- 
linquency.” 

I have a vague idea that in this 
young man’s statement may. lie much 
of our trouble. Not that he is neces- 
sarily wrong. He may be entirely 
right. What I find disturbing is not 
his belief, but the fact that he be- 
lieves it. 

Whipping would turn kids against 
authority, he says, and I am tempted 
to reply, “So what?” I can’t recall that 
young people were ever exactly in love 
with authority. The role of authority 
is not to be loved but to be feared, 
respected, understood and obeyed, and 
the sooner we get this idea across to 
young people, the better off we'll be. 


Rather Have Respect 


I would rather have my children’s 
respect than their love. They need 
my love but, for their own good, I need 
their respect. The same thing goes on 
the broader stage of society. Our young 
people should realize that society and 


jts authority exist mot only for their 


protection but to see that they stay in 
line with society, and to make sure 
that if society gets.,in the way of their 
tender psyche, psyWhe is going to get 
his ears stomped off. 

It is time, too, that we disabuse our 
youngsters of the idea that their faults 
are not their faults but the faults of 
their parents. In the first place, it 
isn't so. The best homes can produce 
stinkers, and do. Of course, many of 
our young people develop bad traits 
because of poor parental guidance or 
discipline, but that does not justify 
the bad trait, or excuse the youth when 
he exercises it. 

I would gladly go along with the 
“understand and love them”’ 
cept for one thing. For a generation 
we have been trying to deal with our 
young criminals on this basis, and in 
that time our rate of juvenile crime 
has increased more than 200 per cent. 
That adds up to failure of a theory. 


Our children need to be shown that, 
whatever the reason for their faults, 
they are the ones burdened with them, 
they are the ones who must pay for 
them and they are the ones who will 
have to correct them. They must be 
made aware that murder is murder, 
that theft is theft, and will be treated 
as such whether it resulted from pure 
meanness or the unfortunate fact that 
father was in love with his secretary. 


Might Scare Others 


Perhaps whipping wouldn’t correct 
some of these young thugs. But it 
might scare a lot of others away from 
crime. 

We are a sympathetic people, civ- 
jlized, generous. Harsh punishment 
repels us. But I have noticed that in 
Arabia they have little or no theft. 
Why? Because when they catch a thief 
they cut off his hand. 

I merely offer these as thoughts. I 
don’t profess to know anything about 
child discipyine or children. I think 
my own are wonderful, and one of 
these days I'll probably find out that 
one of them is head of:a dope ring 
operating out of Stivers Elementary. 

Parenthood is a pretty blind alley. 
The proof of the discipline is in the 
adult it produces, and by the time 
mine are old enough to show me the 
error of my ways, it will be too late 
to do anything about it. The best you 
can do is love them, discipline them 
and hope.

Nothing to Do With Brains 


THE STORY OF MARY LIU, by Edward 
Hunter. (Farrar, Straus & Cudahy, 248 
pgs., $4.) 


One of the clearest pictures of the 
Communist tacties used in Red China 
to gain control of the minds and wills 
of the Chinese people, this book re- 
veals an abyss of fear and terrorism. 
To those who regarded the Chinese as 
the supreme individualist in all but his 
family life, here is the revelation of 
how those individuals have been trans- 
formed into the composite, feature- 
less mold of a brutish mob. 


It was done through crushing Indi- 
vidual integrity, through the coercion 
of social pressure, through the selfish 
urge to save one’s self by accusing 
others—one’s mother or son, one’s hus- 
band or sweetheart, anyone no matter 
how dear or how near, in the frantic 
urge to save one’s own skin. 

Edward Hunter, a newspaper corre- 
spondent, calls it “brain-washing.” It 
is not, really; it has nothing to do with 
brains. It strikes 
at the basic, vis- 
ceral impulse to 
crawl in self-pres- 
ervation, to survive 
at any cost. And 
one wonders, un- 
easily, if the “con- 
fess all, tell all” 
complex of certain 
hearings closer to 
home has any kin- 
ship to this de- 
grading technique. 

This persuasion 
was applied with 
all its insidious 

deviltry to Mary 
Liu, a Chinese girl who, one might 
have thought, had more than earned 
immunity by her gallantry in conquer- 
ing Fate’s evil tricks. As a 4-year-old 
slave girl to a Chinese “noble” family, 
she had suffered severe frostbite by 
carelessness or ‘intentional abandon- 
ment in the open. 


Then with the traditional Chinese 
unwillingness to take responsibility for 
the dead or ae a she had been left 
on the doorstep of a Methodist mission 
hospital, Forsaken by her own people, 
she was first kept alive—losing both 
lower legs, her left arm to the elbow, 
and most of her right hand—then given 
hope, a faith and an education by the - 
missionaries, Finally, grown to wom- 
anhood, she was given the trust of 
editing a woman’s magazine, published 
by the church in Shanghai. 

Under the screws of Communist 
propaganda against Christian and for- 
eigner, Mary Liu saw many Chinese 
religious leaders falter, surrender, and 
end by becoming propaganda agents 
themselves against all that they had 
represented. This was achieved by 
slow and gradual steps. 


In final self-abasement, all were ex- 
pected to join—but the way to accept- 
ability also could only be earned by 
the slander and reviling of others, 
one’s closest associates and friends. To 
this Mary Liu finally came—and then 
fled to Hong Kong where she told her 
story to Hunter. COLLIER FORD.

Indian. Now Cochise, the hero of “Broken Arrow, 
is the noblest redskin of them all—a man whose word 
is never broken, whose honor is like stainless steel, 
and who talks as if he graduated from Oxford. No 
more of this “Me shootum paleface dog, ugh, ugh.” 
Cochise says instead, “I offer you the hospitality of 
my camp,” to all the white trash that happens through. 
Never saw such manners in a redskin.

CHEYENNE IS THE NAME of a tall, spare hero— 
none of these cowboy heroes look as if they have had 
a square meal in years—who roams about the Far 
West righting wrong on the slightest pretext. As 
played by Clint Walker, he talks slowly as if conver- 
sation hurt him. Almost always he brushes against a 
girl who likes him but he can’t have her for various 
reasons. Sometimes she is already married, and, while 
from the light in her eyes she clearly prefers Chey- 
enne to her husband, we can’t have any hanky-panky 
of that nature in Westerns. Last time out, though, 
Cheyenne got as close to getting hooked as I've ever 
seen him.

Yul Brynner—the ‘King of Hollywood’ 


Oscar Award Marks High Spot in Bald Actor's Hectic and Exotic Life

HOLLYWOOD, April 2 (INS). 
HE presentation last week 
of the Academy Award to 
Yul Brynner for being the 
best movie actor of 1956 was a 
tribute to a man who has worn 
many diadems in stage and 
screen roles, but to whem the 
“Oscer"” was fne climax to all 
the crowns and accolades. 
“The Oscar means the most 
to me because it was given by 
a vote of the professionals in 
show business,” Brynner said. 
His triumph was the diréct 
result of portraying the fierce 
majesty of the King of Siam in 
“The King and I,” but also re- 
sulted from an American stage 
and screen career which has 


- been kingly almost all the way 


through. The 41-year-old, ath- 
letic and slightly imperious 
actor was first introduced to the 
rich trappings of stage royalty 
when he played the part of a 
prince as co-star with Mary 
Martin in “Lute Song” on 
Broadway. 

Then came his smash success 
as the brawny, fiery monarch in 
“The King and I” on Broadway, 
a role he filled four years. .Hol- 
lywood producer Cecil B. De 
Mille saw Brynner on the New 
York stage in 1953 and was so 
impressed with his regal author- 
ity that he turned to his secre- 
tary and said, “I have seen a 
king.” 

De Mille installed Brynner as 
the majestic pharaoh “Rameses 
the Great” in the motion pic- 
ture “The Ten Commandments,” 
where he represented the might 
of empire, as opposed to the 
might of God, represented by 
Chariton Heston, who played 
Moses. 

In Brynner’s latest film, “An- 
astasia,” his rank is no higher 
than that of a general, but he 
hobnobs with royalty and wins 
the hand of the Princess An- 
astasia, played by Ingrid Berg- 
man, who won an Oscar for that 
role. 

But it was not always royal 
for Brynner, in private life or 
show business. His early life 
was as exotic as some of the 
roles he has brought to life, but 
not nearly as plush. He was 
born in 1916 on the northern 
Japanese island of Sakhalin, the 
son of a Mongolian father, Boris 
Brynner, and a Gypay mother, 
He was reared in Paris by his 
maternal grandmother and 
broke into show business very 
modestly at the age of 13 by 
singing in bars for tips. 

Soon he joined a band of 
singing Gypsies, but tired of it 
and joined a circus troupe to 
perform on the flying trapeze. 
A near-fatal fall ended his cir- 
cus days, but he had made up 
his mind that show business was 
his life and later he went into 
apprenticeship—without pay—

with a French theatrical com- 


pany. 

Rejected by the French Army 
because of the effects of his 
circus fall, he went to visit 
his father in Peiping in 1940. 
There he might indeed have 
lived like a king because his 
father had become a wealthy 
merchant. But Brynner heeded 
the call of the stage and came 
to America. He soon became a 
citizen. He worked for the 
United States Office of War In- 
formation during World War II 
and in 1943 plunged into tele- 
vision, eventually becoming a 
highly-paid director.

HEN came his stage and 

movie successes, and his 

swift rise as make believe 

royalty. 

success has brought him 

mot only a gold Oscar, but a 

silver Cadillac in the garage, a 

bankroll that would choke the 

Holland tunnel and a flock of 
film offers and commitments. 

But he still goes on working 
at a breakneck pace, seeking 
new goals, because that is the 
way he has had to gear his life 
to beat the odds which some- 
times seemed stacked hopeless- 
ly against him. His headlong ap- 
proach is typified by the way he 
became a circus performer. He 


stood On an aerial platform one 
day when only 17 years old 
and completed a swing on the 
flying trapeze in a circus in 
Paris. He had never been on a 
trapeze before, but he wanted 
the job and got it—out of sheer 
bravado. His circus career came 
to an end when a rope on the 
trapeze broke and he was hur- 
tled to the ground, breaking 47 
bones. 

“The doctors told me I would 
be a cripple for life,” Brynner 
recalls, “and that made me mad. 
About a year and a half later I 
was playing jai alai profession- 
ally.” 


But the greatest struggle, or 
“striving” as Brynner calls it, 
was in learning his trade as an 
unpaid apprentice in the reper- 
tory company of Georges and 
Ludmilla Pitoeff—the Lunt and 
Fontanne of France. 

With them he learned all the 
skills of the theater—props, 
makeup, lighting, acting, direct- 
ing—but had to support him- 
self singing and playing his 
guitar in night clubs several 
hours a night in addition to his 
12 hours a day in the theater. 

Even Brynner's academic ed- 
ucation was obtained by over- 
coming enormous difficulties. 
He started with only 11 months 
of formal schooling at Castle de 


Fix It Yourself

Waterlogged Water Tanks. 
GOOD many of us live in 
homes with our own pri- 
vate water system. This 

system usually consists of a 
well, a pump and a water stor- 
age tank. 

Now quite a few things can 
go wrong with one of these sys- 
tems but one of the most com- 
mon ailments is the tank becom- 
ing waterlogged. When this oc- 
curs you can't get water above 
the level of the tank or just as 
soon as a small amount of water 
is drawn off the pump starts to 
operate. 


The most common type of pri- 
vate water system has a pres- 
sure tank which is normally 
only about two-thirds full of wa- 
ter. The rest of the tank is 
filled with air and as the water 
is pumped into the tank, this air 
is compressed. It’s the com- 
pressed air in the tank that pro- 
vides the pressure to force the 
water through the pipes in the 
house. A tank can become wa- 
terlogged because the water in 
the tank will absorb the air and 
eventually the entire tank will 
be filled with water and there 
won't be enough air around to 
force the water through the 
pipes. 

The way to un-waterlog the 
tank is to turn off the power to 
the pump and then open a 
faucet at some point in the sys- 
tem. Now drain water out of 
the tank by opening the faucet 
or valve at the base of the tank. 
When you have drained off 
about one-half of the water in 
the tank, close the valve and 
the faucet and turn on the pow- 
er to the pump motor. 

If you have a tank that keeps 
becoming waterlogged, check 
over the system carefully. There 
may be a leak in the tank or 
pipes which is allowing the com- 
pressed air in the tank to 
escape.

He has a 
handsome home in Hollywood 
where he lives with his wife, 
the former Broadway actress 
Virginia Gilmore, and their 11- 
year-old son, Yul Jr., nick- 
named Rocky. Among his many 
activities, Yul Sr., also is a Cub 
Scout father. 

Brynner now has four new 
movies lined up to maintain the 
ascendancy of his star on the 
Hollywood scene. His next will 
be the classic “Brothers Ka- 
ramazov,” in which he_ will 
again display his famous trade- 
mark, the utterly hairless scalp. 

But he will don a wig for the 
swashbuckling part of Jean 
LaFitte in “The Buccaneer.” 
This will be followed by two 
more films tentatively entitled 
“The Journey” and “Two Dif- 
ferent Worlds.”

Backache Mystery 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M. D. 


FEW months ago I talked with a woman in her late 

Asie who complained bitterly of having backaches. 

Unlike the man who had never had a headache, she 
said: “I guess I’m the champion backache patient within a 
radius of 100 miles. Never 
had them until about two 
Years ago, but they’ve been 
fierce. I have gone to the 
finest internists and ortho- 
pedists around. I've been 
X-rayed and examined and 
blood-tested in every pos- 
sible way, but they haven't 
been able to find anything 
really wrong. And I swear 
I’m not the kind of person 
that imagines anything. I 
can stand pain and I’m 
not a whiner. Do you 
think I ought to see the 
doctors again? I haven’t seen them in about six months 
because they weren't helping.” 

Her course may interest those of you with backaches 
that don’t seem to have a cause and can’t seem to be 
helped by your doctor. For, within two months, this woman 
was free from pain. 


DR. PETER STEINCROHN 
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I HAD SUGGESTED to her that she revisit her physi- 
cians. I also advised that she have another complete course 
of X-rays of her spine. Guess what they found. Slipped 
disc? Sacroiliac? Fracture? T.B.? Severe arthritis? Noth- 
ing of the kind. 

She had what is a commonly undiagnosed cause for 
backaches. It is a condition called osteoporosis. You will 
be hearing a lot more about it as more and more people 
are helped by the relatively simple treatment for the 
disease. 

Although it occurs in men, it is more common in 
women. In rare cases it is found in the young, but mostly 
in people who have passed through the “change of life.” 
If undiagnosed long enough, fractures may occur in the 
dorsal or lumbar spine or occasionally in the femur. The 
cause of the disease is some impairment in “osteoblastic” 
function which manufactures bone.

THE TREATMENT? We feed these patients high pro- 
tein and: carbohydrate diets. We see that they get enough 
vitamins, especially Vitamin C. If ‘they have any spinal 
stress or curvature we prescribe suitable back-brace, corset 
or jacket. If they are confined to bed they receive neces- 
sary passive exercise. Patients are given large amounts of 
fluid to prevent concentration of urine and formation of 
stones. 

But it is the hormones that really do the job in osteo- 
porisis. A mixture of male and female hormones (andro- 
gens and estrogens) can miraculously transform many a 
potential invalid into a well person. Your doctor will know. 

If you have “backaches and pains” and the doctors 
can't find anything, remember that osteoporosis may be 
the cause. If it doesn’t show up on X-rays now, it may a 
xew months later.

NEW YORK, April 2. 
éé OW :s it,” the old wom- 
H asked, “that I took 
care of 10 children and 
now 10 children cannot take 
care of one mother?” 

This widow, who at 68 lives 
alone in a cold-water flat, gave 
a human twist to the statistic 
that in American life today old 
people have little income. 

The figures for 14,000,000 
persons over 65? Two out of 
five men and four out of five 
women receive less than $1000 
a year. Only one in 12 has an 
income above $60 a week. One 
out of 10 has no income at all. 

And were it not for the spec- 
tacular rise of Federal old-age 
insurance in the last two dec- 
ades, the outlook for old people 
would be much darker. At pres- 
ent, half of the men in that 
age group and 40 per cent of 
the women get old-age benefits. 
In the future, things may im- 


prove, particularly for those 
workers in industries with pen- 
sion plans. They will receive 
incomes from both social secur- 
ity and their pension. 

Generally, however, income 
from all sources for the aged 
group now is on the average 
one third of that of those who 
are but 10 years younger. The 
big drop in income comes from 
disemployment. 

Such a contraction in funds 
has its effects not only on 
morale, as Dr. Bernard Kutner 
found in his study of 500 old 
people, but also on housing and 
health. Even though two thirds 
own their own homes, lack of 
funds tends to make them run- 
down. 

On the whole, old people 
need less with which to sur- 
vive because they do not have 
the expense of going to work. 
But their standard of living 
drops ... fewer new clothes, a 
lowering of the quality of food, 
and, at a time when they are 
needed most, outside interests 
and church attendance may de- 
cline. 

With one in seven oldsters 

suffering from an illness of 
three months or more in any 
one year, low income makes 
them medically indigent. Any 
sort of illness throws the low- 
income person on the public as- 
sistance rolls. In recent years, 
however, the proportion getting 
federal public assistance has 
declined slightly thanks to the 
increase of old-age insurance 
benefits. 
*. The problem of meeting med- 
ical bills may be acute for the 
old-age group, particularly when 
many private insurance com- 
panies cancel, or do not issue, 
health insurance policies to 
those over 65. Some will pay 
a single claim on an old man’s 
first illness and then cancel his 
policy. These practices keep 
premium rates low but do not 
provide adequate protection. 


There has. been increasing 
pressure to bar by legislative 
action this insurance discrimi- 
nation against old people. Such 
a law would help the aged get 
insurance at a time when they 
need it most. 

One thing is clear, support of 
the aged by children is not the 
rule. The Bureau of the Census 
found that regular contributions 
in cash to the aged from rela- 
tives and friends not living with 
them appear to be a negligible 
source of income. 

However, occasional gifts are 
being made by relatives to old 
people and may average about 
$200 a year for 20 per cent of 
the aged couples and 30 per 
cent of the widows and widow- 
ers living alone. 

The federal insurance pro- 
gram covers the biggest propor- 
tion. Between 1948 and 1956 
the fraction receiving these 
benefits jumped from one in 
eight to every other person over 
65. The total now stands at 
about 6,500,000, according to 
the latest estimates. 

Under the new schedules of 
payment, the 65-year-old work- 
er can get family benefits up to 
$200 a month and he can earn 
up to $1200 more a year with- 
out losing this income. This 
depends on his having earned 
at least $350 a month before 
retiring. 

In addition, under the new 
law workers who become dis- 
abled are eligible for the same

benefits as the retired worker. 

The impact of social security 
programs has been felt particu- 
larly in housing, where as a 
result of the fixed monthly in- 
come more than 80 per cent of 
the aged now live in their own 
households. How the new law 
and benefits will affect the fu- 
ture social development of the 


aged is unknown at this mo- 
ment. 
There are. of course, many 


old people who have no money 
income at all. These are a 
large proportion of the 500,000 
in institutions. However, the 
chronically indigent population 
among the aged may be as high 
as one in 10: 1,400,000 persons. 
Those who work are in the 
best position of all since they 
continue to make money at 
about the rate of the rest of the 
population. However, only two 
out of five men have gainful 
employment when they reach 
65 and over. Only one in--10 
may be working past the age of 
75. 
T ture as a whole, the future 
looks much better for the 
old person than at any time in 
the past, Social security ac- 
counts for most of the improve- 
ment, while industrial pension 
plans also make for optimism. 
However, if the trend toward 
disemployment continues, the 
aged worker will get into more 
financial difficulty im the fu- 
ture and in 15 or 20 years, 
when he has one-fourth of the 
votes in a national election, he 
may do something about it. 


In California a few years ago, 
the aged caused to be adopted 
a public welfare plan that would 
have bankrupted the state and 
had to be repealed in a year. 
The next time there may be no 
repeal. 

Chronic disease, more than 
anything else can be the heavi- 
est blow to the average older 
person’s chance of a compara- 
tively secure life in his later 
years, If he recovers, the ail- 
ment—defined as chronic if it 
lasts three months or longer— 
is likely to leave his health 
shaken, sap his finances and set 
off a chain of circumstances 
leading to a dangerously low 
standard of living. 

With his savings drained, he 
usually moves to a+ poorer 
dwelling, not infrequently to a 
slum. His eating habits become 
irregular. Thriftily, he cuts 
recreation and_ buys little, if 
any new clothes. Result: his 
morale and _ general health 
slowly decline. 

Until recently, physicians in 
general were less interested in 
chronic ailments of the aged 
than in trying to keep the 
young healthy. The philosophy 
of “why spend so much time 
on an incurable’ dominated. 
That attitude is changing. More 
and more, physicians are turn- 
ing to the chronically ill older 
patients and getting increas- 
ing numbers back on their feet. 

These old people may not be 
cured but the difference is be- 
tween a miserable, bed-fast ex- 
istence or a bright, happier out-
